'■ Volunteer service, is generally accepted as an expansion of 
character of the individual. This part . was most interestingly 
brought out at a meeting of the campaign committee and workers 
of the Pine Street Branch Young Men's Christian Association two 
weeks ago. 

The spirit of volunteer service, and team work ran high. The 
chairman of the Board of Managers^ Prof. F. L. Williams in an in 
teresting talk, told his hearers of the joys of real service. This 
was an enthusiastic meeting. There were no slackers there. Every 
man seemed willing to do 'his "bit" toward paying and collecting 
the remaining part of the building fund. . 

The colored people of St. Louis are on trial The raising and 
collecting fifty thousand dollars is a big undertaking. We should 
meet the task cheerfully. We hava been most fortunate in St. 
Louis. Those who subscribe large amounts have set the pace by 
paying. Surely those who subscribed leaser amounts will do their 
part. 

The half-way-mark has been assured, and one' more strong pull 
all-to-gether will set a new mark in Y. M. C- A. work among col* 
ored people in this country. Slackers can't do it. . . ■ ', _ 
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THE N. A. A. C. P DISTRICT CONFERENCE. 

The District Conference of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, which opened a three-day session 
in this city at the Berea Presbyterian Church Friday night, should 
receive the most hearty support from all lovers of liberty and hu- 
man rights. Not merely because of its name, nor because its head- 
quarters are in New York City, but because it ia the organization 
that has done more for the Negro in securing his political and civil 
rights than any other agency since the civil war, This organization 
is composed oi white and colored people,, who have banded them- 
selves together: to fight for the cause of humanity, and especially 
against all laws of a discriminating nature, that are on the statute 
books in most of the states and municipalities of this country. 

Customs, for instance, which allow one class of citizens to 
lynch, burn at the stake, jim-crow.. deny equal justice before the 
law, and many other forms of injustices; custom, we say, that in 
moat cases nave been put into some form of law. These are the 
principal evils that the National Association for/the Advancement 
of colored people is fighting. Judge D. P. Dyer in granting an 
injunction- restraining the City of St. Louis from enforcing the seg- 
regation' ordinances, said that he would have made the order perm- 
anent were it not for the fact that the Louisville case was before 
the United States Supreme- Court. 

The Louisville case is of vital interest to the Negro, its decision 
will determine whether the Negro shall, have the rights- tobuy 
land or own a home in any part ofJthi3 country; where he is able, 
by the sweat of his brow to pay for- This Loujsvillecase tha,t is be- 
fore the Supreme Court is in charge of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People. It was argued a short while 
ago, perhaps its last lime. Mr. Moorfield- Storey, that eminent at- 
torney and president of the association argued the case on behalf 
of the plaintiffs. He met every contention made by the defense 
with a knock-out-blow. That old argument, that such an ordinance 
is fair because it applies equally to both races, was left on its 
"knuckles" without a leg to stand on. Reply to this argument Mr. 
Storey said: * - - 

. "In the present case it is contended that the difficulty is met by 
the provision that- white persons shall not occupy buildings in - cbl- 
, ored blocks.' As well argue that, an ordinance which prevented a 
denizen of Five Points from moving into Fifth Avenue could be 
sustained because it forbade the dweller on Fifth Avenue to move 
into Five Points. Anatole France .ha;-/ commented upon the abso- 
lute justice of the laws which prevent rich and poor alike from 
sleeping under the arches of the bridges- which crosses the Seine. 
-and from begging in the public streets. A law which forbids a 
Negro to rise is not made just because it forbids a white man to 
fall." 

The above statement is rich;. full and comprehensive. In ans- 
wer to another old argument that such a law tends to avoid fric- 
tion between races, Mr. Storey-said: 

"At Palm Beach in Florida Negroes act as chauffeurs;- if they 
appear in Miami they are mobbed and the result- is a breach of the 
public peace. In some places they are. attacked if they engage in 
certain employments which the whites, wish to monopolize, and 
Violence may be used in the effort to prevent therii. ' , 

"Would the police power, justify a law forbidding them to act 
as chauffeurs in Miama, or to engage in any lawful employment 
anywhere, -because they might be attacked if they did so? If so, 
they have no rights. If not, this ordinance cannot be sustained, 
for it is defended-on tfie ground that one body of citizens may take 
, from another body their clear rights in prder to prevent" law less at- 
tacks upon the latter by the former. The only policeman who 
ever fancied that such a police power existed was the wolf in his 
dealings with the lamb." * 

This argument, seemis to us should settle the question of legal 
segregation for ever. And as we said in the outset, no doubt but 
that this is the last time that such a case will ever cone before the 
highest tribunal of this land, f* .

We are not 
a prophet, nor the son of a prophet, but we predict before the final 
settlement is made, all ' map of everywhere will be 
. ought for as the politician seeks the voters, and that the far off 
"California" will come in and dictate the terms of peace.

It ls.;:-iie 
that they, consult the rejiort dt the 
Secretary of Navy, and- ask the opin- 
ions of some naval officers; and ll Is 
true that, the Secretary of Navy gels 
the opinion* of certain naval officers 
Including the Qenerml" Board, before 
malting his report. But both the Sec- 
retary and Congreaa estimate the sit- 
uation from their own points of view 
and place their own -value on the ad 
vice of naral olTIcere. And the adilea 
of thes* naval otficera'Ie not. 
uaHle. .possibly ,aa It might be: .for the 
rssma that It is really Irresponsible, 
alnce the advlaers' themselvee kno* 
that It will not. be taken very *eri 
onaly. The difference between the 
advice of men .held responsible for 
the results of following their advice, 
and the advice of men not ao held 
responsible'. Is well rocognlied. anil 
la.dlacaased fully In the report 
the -Moody and the Swift Boards on 
the organisation of the Navy Depart' 
ment. Furthermore, our officers do 
not have the machinery of the Krier- 
aplel to help them. It li. (rue that 
at ' the Naval War College, a War- 
game apparatus la. Installed' and that 
war game* are played, and war prob- 
lems are solved; bat the officers are 
very properly engaged In the regular 
work' of a war college. In educating 
offlcera In the principle*, of warfare, 
■ nd -have llttln time Tor other work. 
It Is also true that the war games and 
problems there do lead occasionally to 
recommendations by the War Cclhsge 
to the' General Board .a* to various 
matters; but. the connection -between 
the conclusions of the War College 
and the decisions of Congress vis. the 
General Board "and the Secretary of 
Navy Is so fragile and dlecontlnuona, 
that It may truthfully be said that the 
Influence -;t the war gamea si oar 
War College has but a (hint resem- 
blance to the determining forte of the 
Kriegsplel in Berlin: ' 

' A riu'jneition From France - . 
-• It St often said that Germany ia aa, 
empire and the t'nited States a re- 
public, and that therefore the military 
method* of Germany, cannot b^ em- 
ployed here.. The Inference li not 
neceoshrily correct.' Bow ewer, aa la 
-shown by'lhe excellency of- the iinay 
of France, for France, although a re- 
public; Insists that military strategy 
only shall control and direct the army.'

1S16. the United 
States Atlantic fleet capable aa to both 
material and peraonnel of going to 
aaa and. maneuvering together, con- 
sisted of 15 battleship* and 13 d'e- 
atroyers, 2 mine-depot ships and 1 
nil lie- training ship, and 4 tog* fitted 
a* tn ine-a weeper*— with ' no subma- 
rine*, no aircraft of any kind, no 
sconte (unless the Cheater be so con- 
sidered, which was cruising alone off 
the coaat of Liberia, and tbe Birming- 
ham, which was the flagehip to the 
destroyer flotilla).

With an army of lei* 
than 3S.0OO men. but highly trained by 
Philip t>f.Macedon, hla father, Alexan- 
der, In only twelve years conquered 
ten of tbe most wealthy and populous 
countries of the world. Caesar. Alarf. 
Attlla. Charlemagne,, and 'ell the great 
military men from the greateat an- 
tiquity down to the preaent moment 
have trained and organised bodies of 
soldiers and sailors, under systems 
anited to the times, and then waged 
successful V ar on peoples leas militar- 
ily -j efficient Cortes ' conquered' Mex, 
Ico. and Plsarro conquered Peru. 
Brltiah, French, and Spanish subdued 
the Indiana/of NorthS America, and 
during the latter half or the nineteen- 
th century nearly all the land In the 
world that waa "unoccupied ■■'by Eu- 
ropeans or their delcendaht* waa tak- 
en In possession by European Powers 
Great Britain is now mistress ot about 
one quarter of the land and the popu- 
latlon or the globe. Russia. Pranc*. 
German.' and the United states govern 
moat of the remainder. • '.

Wlno In the BcrlptureB Is spoken of 
under four ospects. First, social, that 
as Illustrated by. Its use at the mar- 
riage In Cans." We must not, however, 
confuse this wine, with the spirituous, 
strong drink of this present day. Sec- 
ond, medicinal' <Prov. 31:fKT; I Tim, 
9:£i). These passages,, do' not com- 
mand us to use 'It as such, and God 
has very graciously revealed to us 
In modern medical research' the futil- 
ity of the nse of alcohol In the matter 
of medicine as a remedy. Third, sacri- 
ficial w|ue (MatL 20:^7-20; Luke 22:17- 
20), and. fourth wine (s spoken about 
os productive of the woes of men (See 

Amos 8:1: Heb. 2:15; Prov. 23:20). 
It Is also mentioned by way of contrast 
(See Eph. 5:18). 

The Scriptures speak of drunkards 
In four different ways: (I) They are 
to be atoned (DeuL 21 :20) : (2) Drunk- 
arda lead to poverty (Prov. 23:21); 
(3) Drunkards are to be separated 
from other men (I Cor. 6:11); <-t) 
they are to be Anally separated from 
God (I Cor.B:!)). 

Abstinence from strong drink Is en- 
Joined In the Scriptures under three 
heads: (1) the priest and Naze rite 
(.Num. 0:3; Luke 1:15); (2) tbe*uler 
(Prov. 31:4); (3) those who are to 
worship Jehovah .{Lev. 10:3). 

This particular Icssnn Is taken from 
ft portion' of Isaiah's prophecy where 
lie Is nnilripuiiug what Is about to hap- 
pen to Snitiurla, und littering.

I. The Steps of Intemperance. First, 
Disgrace and Dishonor (v. 1). The 
city of Samaria Is compared to a 

chapkt of flowers on a drunkard's, 
row, which shall he trodden under 
foot because of his Inebriety, Drunk- 
seemed to have been so wide- 
spread us to become a national sin. 
Second. Disease and Degeneracy (v. 2). 
The pride of beauty .spoken of fu verse 
one Is to "Call to the earth." This 
glorious beauty was after all only a 
"fading aimer" {!_ Pet .1:24). The 

coming of tin- Assyrians upon Samaria 
Is described, in a three-fold way: (1) 
Art B "tempest of hull"; (2) as a "ile- 
stroslng storm;" (3) as a , 'lempe*t' 
of mighty waters ' overflowing," The 
thought contained Is that of wide- 
■apreud and overwhelming destruction. 
Buck of tills work of devastation and 
destruction and desolation was the 
wralh of (li«l against sin (Ch. 2:4-11).
